dispensaries, This number is far too small 
to meat the wants of s big population, so 
floating and scattered asit is, and to restore 
the confidence .of the Chineso in. a ‘short 
time, which tho doings of the Board during 
the least thirteen ycars have taken away, 
It ja admitted that to lose confidence is 
vory casy, but it is vory difficult to reenin 
it, Now,. according tothe tone’ of the 
Colonial Secratary’s letter to the Bourd, it 
is apparent that the_offorts and Iabour of 
tho Ropistrar-Cenorat and Chinése mom- 
bers, instead of carning tho. appreciation 
of the Government and obtuining a holping 
hand from thom, havo called forth adverse 
criticiam which almost amounts to ridicule. 
Sir, I think I may be pardoned for saving 
that such. an- attitude on the part of the 
Government discourages those who spond 
time, money and brains, not for their own 
smusoment or personal profit, but for the 
general welfare of the Colony, At tho samo 
time it must bo horne in min® that the work 
undertaken by tho Registrar-General and 
the Chinese. members is far from being 
pleasant or-ensy. On,ono hand wo have 
to sou the requiroments of the law complied 
with ; on the other we have to meut the 
wishes of the Chineso, go that .practically 
our work lios, to use a familiar oxpression, 
between the devil ayd the deep sea 
(laughter). Although during the Inst three 
years the Chinese have had these dispon-
